OF PLOT CHARGE

Washington, December 29,.-—Sena- 
tor Burton K. Wheeler, of Montana, 
has been exonerated finally of charges 
of conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment, and one of the most dramatic 
episodes in recent litical history, 
revolving about the fiery young sena- 
tor and a hardened politician and cabi- 
net officer. former Attorney General 
Harry M. Daugherty, apparently has 
come to an end. 

The department of justice has not 
d@cided whether it will appeal the 
dismissal of the indictment here Tues- 
day night against the democratic sen- 
ator and two others, Attorney Gen- 
eral Sargent saic, but added that 
similar cases, lost in the lower courts 
before, had been appealed. 

Sustains Demurre®. 

Justice Bailey, of the District of 
Columbia supreme court, sustained a 
demurrer challenging the indictment 
here by Wheeler's attorneys, Senator 
Walsh of Montana, and Charles A. 
Douglas. 

Wheeler was acquitted some months 
ago at Great Falls, Montana, of 
charges of misuse of his office to se- 
cure oil and gas permits for clients 
from the interior department, Sub- 
sequently, he was indicted here on a 
broadened charge alleging conspiracy 
to defraud the government, but based 
on exactly the same evidence. It 
was this case which was thrown out 
of court Tuesday. The two others 
indicted with Wheeler, who also were 
exonerated, were ee Solicitor of 
the Interior Department Edwin S. 
Booth, and Gordon Campbell, a Mon- 
tana oil operator, 

Senators Borah, Idaho republican, 
and Swanson, Virginia democrat, who 
sat on: the special committee which 
investigated the charges against 
Wheeler before the trial in Montana 
and exonerated him, expressed grati- 
fication Tuesday that the indictment 
here had been voided. 

“As chairman of 
which investigated 
Senator Wheeler,” Horah said, “I 
came to the conclusion that there 
was no evidence of violation of the 
law and no evidence that he intended 
to. The exoneration at the hands of

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by Scientist 


New Haven, Conn., December 29.— 
(?)—<Asserting that traditional the- 
ology and modern science are irrecon- 
cilable ‘and that “evolution has taken 
its place beside the law of gravitation 
of Newton,” Henry Fairfield, Osborn, 


research professor of zoology at Co- 
lumbia university and president of 
the board af trustees of the American 
Museum of Natural History, today 
announced two new principles in evo- 
lution. These, he said, have been de- 
veloped through the science of paleon- 
tology, which deals with an interpreta- 
tion of the fossil remains of life, in 
which seience, he claimed, America 
leads all other nations. 

Paleontology, he said, proves that 
evolution works through an unbroken 
rise in new and useful characteristics 
in animals and plants from generation 
to generation, not as Darwin thought, 
by chance variations. The second 
new principle paleontology has develop- 
ed, he asserted, was that the species, 
from the beginning, take the line di- 
rected to their future fitness, and not 
as De Vries thought, by sudden 
changes in structure. 

Dr. Osborn’s address was made at 
the dedication of Yale's new Pea- 
body museum of natural history. 

wo Solutions. 

“From the very dawn of human 
ambition to observe and interpret na- 
ture,’’ he shid, “there have been only 
two broad philosophical solutions to 
the problem of adaptation and tue 
origin of species—the supernatural 
and the natural.” The supernatural, 
he asserted, must give way to the 
natural. 

Professor Osborn, also for the first 
time formulated into what he termed 


“five laws” the ideas of evolution 
which he claimed now generally ‘are 
accepted by scientists as explanations 
of the way new species come into ex- 
istence. These he summarized as fol- 


lows? 
Five Evolution Laws. 

First, the principle whereby every 
animal fits itself to new modes of 
life by modifying its own structure 
and activities, although these modifi- 
cations are not inherited, as supposed, 
by Lamarck. They do mark out the 
future course of evolution so that 
each animal helps to shape the des- 
tiny of its race. - 

Second, the principle of deveiop- 
ment of special organs through use, 
the degeneration of organs through 
disuse and maintenance of balance 
through unchanged functions. Here 
again, he said, there was no _ im- 
mediate ‘inheritance, but inheritance 
in the course of geologic ages. 

Third, the principle of hurrying 
forward of characteristics in develop- 
ment of evolution, and of slowing 
down ef characteristics according to 
juvenile or adult needs in the strug- 
gle for existence. He illustrated this 
principle by explaining that a colt is 
born with limbs nearly as long as its 
parents,’ because it must immediately 
follow its parent if attacked by an 


enemy. 

Fourth, the principle of individual 
and racial struggle for existence and 
the survival of the fittest. 

Fifth, the Lamarck-Darwin prin- 
ciple of divergence’ of branches of 
racial history, amplified by his own 
principle of “adoptive radiation,” by 
which under stimulating conditions a 
species may split up into. several 
species, some living in trees, others 
on the ground.

New Discoveries 
May Bring Change 
In Einstein Theory 


Ka‘asas City, December 29.—A)— 
Tedious observation extending over 
five years at the Mount Wilson Obser- 
vatory in California, have led to con- 
clusions that may modify the Einstein 
theory of relativity. 

Dr. Dayton ©. Miller, professor of 
physics at the Case School of Ap- 
plied Science and president of the 
American Physical society, described 
the experiments before a general ses- 
sion of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science annual 
convention here today. They indicate, 
he said, that the ether drifts with the 
earth at the observatory at the rate 
of approximately 10 kilometers per 
second. 

To account for his observations Dr. 
Miller declared it was necessary to 
make two assumptions; first, that 
there is a constant motion of the solar 
system with a velocity of 200 kilo- 
meters per second or more toward 
the middle of the coastellation of the 
Dragon; second, that in effect the 
earth drags the ether. 

Hinstein, Dr. Miller said, based 
some elements of his theory on ether- 
drift experiments conducted in 1887 
at the Case School of Applied Science 
in Cleveland by Professor Michelson 
and the late Professor Edward W.

An Era of Heated Campaigns. 


From the year of incorporation un- 
til the advent of the great war in 1861 
the city had a succession of ‘able and 
efficient mayors.

Jesus and 


the Jews. 


The Jewish nationalist historian, 
resident at last in Palestine, no long- 
er troubled by hostile surroundings, 
feels free to scan the whole range of 
the nation’s life in Palestine and, 


therefore, looks with renewed interest 
on the most significant figure his 
country has produced, that is to say, 
Jesus. The result has been Dr. 
Klausener’s new book: “Jesus of Naz- 
areth,’ a work of critical scholarly re- 
search. Dr. Klausener finds that 
Jesus was a historical person on the 
authority of “the best that unimpeach- 
able learning has to show” in the 
words of ‘Canon Herbert Danby, of 
the Anglican church in Jerusalem. 
And in accepting Jesus as a historical 
person, Dr. Klausener differs not so 
much with any large section of He- 
brew theological opinion, but rathér 
with a school of Christian theologians 
of considerable influence in Holland 
and Germany, the so-called Leyden 
school. A discussion of this momen- 
tous book by Dr. Wise, of New York, 
somehow conveyed the impression that 
the Jews as a body denied the exis- 
tence of Jesus as a historical person, 
The Jews did not deny the historicity 
of Jesus, but they ignored Him. In 
one of St. Paul's letters, the apostle 
writes already that what he was 
preaching, that is to say, Christ and 
Him crucified, was to the Greeks 
foolishness and to the Jews an abom- 
ination. Later in many countries the 
name of Jesus became associated in 
the Jewish public mind with perse- 
cution of the worst form. Yet to say 
that they denied the historical exis- 
tence is incorrect. Today. Jewish 
leaders like Dr. Klausener and Dr. 
Wise accept Jesus, the man and the 
teacher, but they reject as ever Christ 
the Messiah, the divine. And in that 
they differ not a gread deal from Lib-

A movement has been started in 
Britain by a group of eminent men 
of lettvrs and scientists to ask the 
powers to elimrinate those clauses of 
the Verseilles treaty in which Ger- 
many acknowledges and confesses the 
crime of having started the war. This 
group, headed by Arnold Bennett, is 
following the example of a_ similar 
movement in France. It is argued by 
these people that it was an act of 
arrogant militarism to impose on a 
beaten nation this “ignominious stig- 
ma’’ and now that the war fever has 
died down on both sides, erpecially 
since Locarno, the “base calumny’”’ 
should. be removed. It is also pointed 
out that the Germans did not will- 
ingly subscribe to these clauses in 
the treaty, but that their delegates cp- 
pended their signatures only after 
making formal protest.

HOW’S YOUR DIASTOLIC 
PRESSURE 

A specialist in mental and nervous 
diseases but not “nervous” peopie 
writes that a correspondent whom I 
directed to him has lost that reticence 
and fear of going into company, takes 
more interest in life and has lost some 
excess weight upon treatment to cor- 
rect endocrin imbalance. The spe- 
cialist aparently sits up nights trying 
to conceive ways of destroying his own 
buisness, for he says: 

“There is one subject I wish you 


could attack in your. inimitable way, 
and that is the matter of blood pres- 
sure. The majority of people believe 
that this is a disease. I find so many 
people disturbed and anxious simply 
because some one has told them that 
their blood pressure was too high, 
whereas they were suffering from some 
worry or mild toxemia or anxiety ' 
which, when removed, left the blood 
pressure normal.” 

There is a fine sermon for people 
with the blood pressure obsession. 
This nerve specialist is a man with 
a fine reputation for practical sense, 
and he places his educated finger on 
the sick spot—anxiety about blood 
pressure. It is laughable, if one's 
blood pressure is not too high, to 
think of an individual becoming anx- 
ious about his blood pressure and as 
a consequence of the anxiety, running 
his pressure up above bounds. Yet 
that is precisely how a lot of well 
misinformed people achieve it. _ 

I had started this series of articles 
about blood pressure and the heart 
and arteries the day before the un- 
businesslike neurologist offered his ob- 
servation on the subject. It seemed 
that the subject of blood pressure was 
becoming inereasingly frequent in the 
letters 1 get from readers.

to be told that it is all right, or 
that it is not all right. The patient 
who insists on knowing the exact fig- 
ures is generally a member of the 
Wisenheimer family and as such he 
is pretty certain to assume he knows 
about as much as the doctor knows 
about medical matters or perhaps a 
little more. : 

People with the high blood pressure 
obsession or anxiety neurosis rarely 
understand what blood pressure means. 
They cherish a ready-made fancy that 
it is a new-fashioned way of saying 
“too much blood” or “too rich blood 
or plethora, and often they do them- 
selves a great deal of harm by resort 
ing to the frequent or habitual us 
of cathartic salts in the foolish at- 
tempt to “thin the blood”—a thing 
which salts will not do in any case, 
and a thing which has nothing to do 
with high blood pressure. 

A measurement of the blood pres- 
sure is not of much significance unless 
both the systolic and diastolic pres- 
sures are taken or recorded. That is, 
it is of little value to the physician, in 
advising the patient, to know what 
the systolis pressure is unless he 
knows also what the diastolic pres- 
sure is. 

By gracious, this looks queer. Here 
I started out to ease the anxiet of 
the high blood pressure neurotic about 
his condition, and I have succee 
only in providing him with two kinds 
of blood pressure instead of just one 
which kept him worried before. 

Never mind. That is only two-thirds 
of it. There ig still another kind of 
blood pressure which must men- 
tioned, if only to add to the cheer of 
the occasion. Besides systolic and 
diastolic pressure there is the pulse 
pressure—but I am bappy to add that 
the pulse pressure is nothing serious, 
just the difference between systolic 
and diastolic pressure. 

People with high diastolic pressure 
may ordinarily take a reasonable 
amount of red or dark meat. Look

a Second Base Stars 
Superior To Old-Timers 


(Following is the ¢wenty-sixth article of a series entitled “Rounding 
Third,” by Hughie Jennings, on his 34 years of major league baseball 
service. Jennings, discoverer of Ty Cobb, the Georgia Peaoh, and central 
figure in some of baseball's biggest developments, writes an interesting 
history of the national game in this series.’ He-also analyzes the greatest 
figures of baseball during the last 34 years.)

Fred Pfeffer, Johnny Ward, Bid 
Bobby Lowe were the outstanding 
and all were about on a par.

That, briefly, sums up the old 
school second basemen, but after them 
came the players that stood above 


them all—Napoleon Lajoie, Ed __Col- 
lins, Rogers Hornsby, Johnny Evers 
and Frankie Frisch. Esch of them 
was superior to any of the old timers. 

I believe that Lajoie was the most 
graceful player of all time—at least 
the most graceful infielder. FE had 
the poetry of motion, perfect rhythm 
of action. He was big and st: ng and 
covered much ground; but with all 
that, he was never fast. He had re- 
markable mechanical ability and he 
knew position play. He made every 
play look easy. His batting record 
is one of the best in all baseball his- 
tory. A hard, natural hitter. he 
could hit any kind of a ball and was 
always dangerous, regardless of the 
situation. Few second basemen have 
been able to take a throw from the 
eatcher as Lajoie did. Playing deep, 
he ran on a direct line to a point be- 
hind the bag, the: he turned and 
came to the base _ head-on. The 
catcher, because of wajoie’s style, 
could always throw the ball directly 
at the fielder instead of the tig, as he 
would have to do if Lajoie came to 
second on an agle. He had to take 
few bad throws from the catcher dur- 
ing his career. Considering his field- 
ing ability and his power at bat, La- 
joie must be regarded as the best sec- 
ond baseman of all time. 

Piay Has Changed. 

Second-base play has changed con- 
siderable since the 90s. During that 
time and before then the second base- 
man covered on all throws. Since 
that period teams have studied bat- 
ters and discovered what field the 
player is most likely to hit to; also 
on what kind of balls he will hit to 
certain fields. That knowledge deter- 
mines whether the second baseman or 
the shortstop will cover the bag.. To- 
day the second basemen play deeper 
and cover more territory than they 
used to. In the old days the second 
basemen did not get balls shits close 
to second and they did not get balls 
hit close to first. They never, of 
course, backed up the first bascman. 
The shortston and second baseman 
have been working more and more to- 
gether.

I doubt if there was ever an- 
other second baseman as _ intelligent 
as Collins. Since he was small and 
light, he was handicapped physically. 
Weight is of importance to an in- 
fielder, for it comes in handy in tag- 
ging runners. Collins could never 
compare with Lajoie as a hard hitter, 
but he was a more scientific batsman 
and more versatile. Being much faster 
than Lajoie, he could bunt and take 
advantage of the defensive position of 
the infielders. He was able to keep 
the infield guessing, because he could 
poke the ball to any field. He was a 
better student of baseball than Lajoie. 
However, he had to acquire the knowl- 
edge; to Lajoie the knowledge of 
baseball came naturally. If there is 
such a thing as a born ball player, 
Lajoie was that; if there is such a 
thing as a manufactured ball player, 
Collins was that. Lajoie played by 
instinct, Collins by intellect. Lajoie 
was always a second baseman. UCol- 
lins was shifted around th- infield 
and outfield until he finally landed at 
second, and there he found himeclf. 
Evers One of Best. 

Johnny Evers must be ranked 
among the great second basemen. He 
was the star of the National league 
during the time that Lajoie reigned 
in the American. Lajoie and Evers 
were as far apart in types as Lz-ioie 
and Collins, if not farther. Lajoie 
had nerve but no nerves; Evers had 
nerve but also nerves; Evers never 
wasted a move; Lajoie never saved 
one. Evers was like a dynamo; La- 
joie like an iceberg. Evers was in- 
telligent and a strategist. His great- 
est fame came when he touched sec- 
ond after Fred Merkle failed to ad- 
vance from first on a safe -_ in the 
last New York-Chicago series of 1908 
and caused a play-off in which the 
Cubs won the game and the pennant. 
Evers could not hit with either La- 
joie or Collins, and he could not run 
bases with Collins, but he was a smart 
fielder and extremely tricky.

THE STARTING OF CARTHAGE. 

The most famous colony ever start- 
ed by Phoenicians was Carthage. It 
came into being 2,700 years ago, and 
grew into a mighty city. Our rec- 
ords indicate that a princess named 
Slissa was the leader of the party 
which settled at the spot, in northern 
Africa near the site of the modern 
city of Tunis. 

Why did Elissa leave her home 
in Phoenicia and travel to a strange 
land 1,500 miles away? Perhaps we 
shall never be able to answer that 
question for certain. An interesting 
legend has come down to us, however, 
as follows: 

“Princess Elissa, a maiden of great 
beauty, was wooed and won by a rich 
noble named Acerbas. Soon after 
her marriage, the noble was murdered 
by order of her brother, the king. 

“Elissa knew that her brother want- 
ed to obtain the riches which had been 
left to her, and decided to leave the 
country. Wishing to obtain a fleet 
without giving alarm to her brother, 
she wrote a letter asking him to send 
ships to take her and her many serv- 
ants to his palace. 

“The king promptly sent the ships, 
but told his officers to keep careful 
watch over the treasure during the 
voyage along the coast. Elissa fill- 
ed several bags with sand and told 
the officers that her riches were in- 
side. During the voyage, the princess 
said : 

“‘lT am going to offer my treasure 
to the spirit of my dead husband.’ 

“Because of their religion, the of- 
ficers dared not oppose the servants 
who picked up the bags of sand and 
hurled them into the sea. 

“Now Elissa saw her chance. ‘You 
have allowed my treasure to be thrown 
away,’ she told the officers. ‘The 
king will punish you if you go to him. 
Will you join me and sail west where 
we can start a colony?’ 

“The officers were fearful, and 
agreed to turn their ships to the west. 
After an adventurous voyage, the site 
of Carthage was reached.” 

We cannot give full credit to this 
legend, but it is at least a clever story. 
The colony at Carthage lasted for 
more than 600 years.. It was at 
length destroyed by Roman armies.

Bigger Crops Are Ex- 
pected in Almost All 
Countries Where It Is 
Grown. 


Washington, December 29.—(#)— 
On the basis of preliminary estimates 
of lint cotton production for all coun- 
tries reporting to date, the bureau 
of agricultural economics today re- 
ported an indicated total production 
of 25,298,000 bales of 478 pounds net 
as compared with 23,220,000 bates 
for the same countries last year. 

The total. world production last 
year has been estimated at 24,700,000 
bales. 

“Besides the United States,” said 
the bureau's statement, “larger crops 
are expected in Egypt, Russia and 
Anglo-Egypfian Sudan. A much 
smaller crop is forecast for Mexico 
and estimates by the Chinese cotton 
mill owners’ association indicate 
a slight decrease below 1924-25 in

that country, but statistics for the 
coming crop in China have been de- 
layed and are less reliable than those 
for last vear. 

“The first production foreeast for 
the 1925-26 crop for all India is 4,- 
660.000 bales of 478 pounds equiva- 
lent, aceording to a cablegram to the 
department of agriculture from the 
Indian department of statistics. Last 
year the first forecast of production 
was 5,069,000 bales which figure was 
unrevised in the final estimate and 
was the largest crop on record. 

“For the past 12 years the first 
forecast of production averaged 89 
per cent of the final crop. The area 
of the coming crop in India is esti- 
mated at 26,305,000 acres compared 
with a final estimate of 26,461,000 
acres last year. 

“Very favorable weather reports 
have been received from Egypt and 
Uganda. In Anglo- Egyptian Sudan 
good progress is being made in de- 
veloping the new irrigated acres and 
the coming crop is predictgd to be 
over twice as large as that of last 
year. Picking began the middle of 
November and al good yield per acre 
was expected.”

Common to Hear “Old-. 
Timers” in Wall Street Say 
Market Can’t Be Judged as 
Whole, Writer Says — Talk

New York, December 29.—It is 
common nowadays to hear successful 
old-timers in Wall street admit frank- 
ly that the stock market ‘thas gotten 
so big and broad and so full of con- 
flicting currents that it can no longer 
be judged as a whole.

“Edith told me that you, ‘the sen- 
ator, want to marry her and that if 
she did it would be a very great help 
to me and get me free of all the 
trouble I am in at the Hotel Latham. 
The proposition was that she marry 
you, as you had lots of money. Then 
she was to get control of $100,000 in 
her name after her marriage to you 
and send me $50,000 to buy my way 
clear of the trouble I am in.

and will not live much longer and if 
need be she would see she got your 
‘green.’ If you don’t know what that 
means,’ I will tell yon: You were to 
be given a slow poison and die. Then 
she and myself would go back to the 
city and live openly together.
